Claims 1-7, 9-15, IS and 19 are pending herein. 

Applicants appreciate the courtesies shown to Applicants' representative by Eitaminer 
RoDee in the December 15, 2003 interview. Applicants' separate record of the substance of 
the interview is incorporated into the following reinarks. 

Diiring the interview, the Examiner alleged that the data in the Declaration filed with 
tlie December 15, 2003 Request for Reconsideration was unclear, and the Examiner requested 
additional infomiation. Specifically, the Examiner requested additional information detailing 

supplemental Declaration to clarifV the evaluation criteria.

To this wd, Applic^ts herewith submit a supplont«ttt.l Rule 1 32 Declaration to 
further clarify the .valuation critena provided .n the Rule 132 Declaration previously filed on 
November 17,2003. 

The attached RuIb 132 Declaration reveals that when used in a single-layer 
constitution, the white color toner of the present invention and the cyan toner of (J.S. Patent 
NO. 4,985,327 (hereinafter "Sakashita") provide almost sinnlar values in shielding property. 
However, when u.ed m . Uvo-layer constitution in which the white color toner or the cyan 
toner is superimposed on the black toner layer, the white color toner of the present mvention 
provides excellent results in shielding property (higher transmission density) as compared to 
the toner of Sakashita. 

Nothing in the references cited by the Patent Office tn the July 17, 2003 Office Action 
(i.e., U.S. Patent No. 4,956,258 to Watanabe. U.S. Patent No. 4,855,204 to Fujii, Handbook 
of imams M'^'^^'^^^ to Diamond, pp. 179-181 and 222-224, or U.S. Patent No. 5,994,015 to 



Vail), alone or in combination, remedies 



es of Sakashita as discussed above. 



More specifically, nothing in the cited references, alone or in combination, teaches or 
suggests the unexpected properties associated with the white toner of the present invention. 
One of ordmary skill in the art thus would no. have found the invention obvious from the 
teachings of the references cited in the Office Action. 

For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicants submit that Sakashita, Watanabe, Fujii. 

Diamond and Vail, alone or in combination, would not have led one of ordinary skill in the 

art to the invention of claims 1 and 11 or of depending claims 2-7, 9, 1 0, 12-15, IS and 19. 
In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this applicalion is in 

condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 1-7, 

9-15, 18 and 19 are earnestly solicited.
